Quoting the basis of the pledges of the 
last city election, the Controller adds: 

“T would like to knuw how any one can 
honestly claim that the proposed solution 
of our transit problem is inconsistent with 
this platform. Construction by private 
capital would not be necessary, and 
therefore it wouid not be permitted if the 
city were in a position to finance any 
such transit proposition as there is in- 
volved in the dual system.” 

teferring to the clauses in the contracts 


providing for municipal ownership of 
the subways, Controller Prendergast 


says: 

“The subways to be built will be owned 
by the city, for title to them will vest in 
the city when the contracts begin to op- 
erate. The terms for municipal control 
incorporated in these contracts are the 
broadest and most effective that have 
ever been inserted in any contracts be- 
tween a municipality and public service 
corporation. 

“The fact is that the transit tjuestion, 
as it has developed since the beginning 
of 1911, is such an entirely different one 
from that which confronted the people 
at the time of the last municipal election 
that there is no comparison whatever be- 
tween them. Then there was no such 
thing as a dual plan before the city; then 
there was no such thing as a proposed 
expenditure by the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company of $80,000,000, and a 
proposed expenditure by the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company ‘of $60,000,000. 

“To attempt to treat the situation. in 
accordance with what was the public im- 
pression in 1909 would simply be like 
walking backward.” 

Borough President MecAneny yesterday 
made a reply to a criticism from C. H. 
Unverzagt, 108 Park Avenue, concerning 
the subway contracts for the dual sys+ 
tem. This reply was brought forth by 
two letters received from Mr. Unverzagt, 
dated Jan. 28 and 29. Both letters were 
directed to the Borough President at his 
office in the City Hall. The first gives 
this warning:

January and February, with a total of 17 
hours with temperatures of zero or’ lower, 
were unusually cold. In the last 18 years 
this record he been exceeded only by 1904

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FOLKS FILM BILL VETOED. 


Mayor Wouldn’t Approve Measure 
Because of Censorship Clause. 


An ordinance to regulate the moving 
cture shows of the city was introduced 
by Alderman Folks last Fall. It provided 
for the concentration in the Bureau of 
Licenses of all municipal power neces 4 
to regulate the moving picture business. 
It contained provisions for the betterment 
of construction, ventilation, lighting, and 
heating of moving picture theatres and 
provided, also, that the size of the audi- 
ences permitted for any one theatre be in- 
creased from 800 to 600. 

When the ordinance 
Board of Aldermen on Dec. 
publicans were in favor of 
the Democrats were against it. Finally 
it was agreed to tack on an amendment 
calling for the censorship of all films by 
the Board of Education. This amend- 
ment was made by Alderman Dowling, 
Vammany liall Democrat, and was only 
consented to by the Republicans and 
Fusion members after a hard fight. As 
Mayor Gaynor vetoed the 
ordinattce because of the provision for a 
censorsnip.

‘It has hitherto been the understanding 
in this country that no censorship can 
be established by law to decide in ad- 
vance what may or may not be lawfully 
printed or published. Ours is a Govern- 
ment of free speech and a free press. 
That is the cornerstone of free govern- 
ment. The phrase ‘‘ the press” includes 
all methods of expression by writing, or 
pictures., In past .ages there were cen- 
sorships~ to decide what might be pub- 
lished, or even believed.”’

to Give the One Vote Needed 
for Congress to Act. 








TO DROP CORPORATION LEVY? 





General Income Tax Would Reach the 
Incomes of Men Like Carnegie, 
Who Are Not in Business. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—According to 
information received here there will 
probably be an effort made _ to-mor- 
row in the New Mexico House of 
Representatives to ratify the income 
tax amendment submitted to the 
forty-eight States for adoption. ‘The 
Senate of New Mexico has already ratified 
the amendment. Should the House act 
affirmatively—and no doubt is felt here 
that it will do so—the proposed amend- 
ment will become part of the Federal 
Constitution, and will enable the Demo- 
cratic Congress to enact a law placing 
a tax on incomes. 

Three-fourths of the States must ratify 
the amendment in order to make it effec- 
tive. Thirty-six of the States make the 
necessary three-fourths. Thirty - five 
States have given their assent already. 

It was said here to-night that there was 
likely to be a pretty race between lew 
Mexico and New Jersey in giving the one 
affirmation necessary. New Mexican ad- 
vocates of the proposed amendment are 
anxious for.the honor. Apparently the be- 
lief prevails in Santa Fé that the Legis- 
lature of New Jersey will try to outdo 
New Mexico in giving the deciding vote. 

With the amendment practically certain 
to be’-made part of the Constitution, the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House 
of Representatives is preparing to avail 
itself of am income tax, instead of an 
excise tax, for such additional revenue 
as is necessary in the coming revision 
of the tariff. : 

Tt is not expected that the new tariff 
legislation will raise sufficient revenue 
to meet the fiscal requirements of tae 
Government with some new_ form of 
taxation. Even under the last Republican 
revision of the tariff in 1909, when the 
present Payne-Aldrich law was enacted, 
it became necessary to adopt the present 
corporation tax law, which nets_ the 
Government about $30,000,000 annually, in 


order to make Uncle Sam’s fiscal ends 
meet. For the first four years of its 
operation the corporation tax law put 


$112,050,000 of additional revenue into the 
United States Treasury. Without the in- 
come tax law, the Government, which 
expects to have a surplus of $40,000,000 
at tne end of the. current fiscal year on 
June 30 next, would be confronted with 
a deficit of nearly $70,000,000. 
Favored an Excise Tax. 


When the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee decided last 
March to recommend placing sugar on 
the free list they found it necessary to 


| look around for some new source of reve- 


nue. They thought of the income tax, 
but concluded that it would be unwise 
at that time to recommend it, because it 
was not then a certainty that the income 
tax amendment would be ratified by the 
State Legislatures. Instead of urging an 
income tax the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee on March 12 last reported the 
Hull Excise Tax bill, which provided for 
the extension of the present corporation 
tax, now applicable only to the taxation 
of the net income of corporations, so as 
to include also the collection of the same 
rate of tax from the incomes of individ- 
uals and partrierstips. : : 

Under the Hull law it was estimated 
that the excise tax it proposed to levy 
would bring in about $60,000,000. The 
Supreme Court of the United States had 
already declared the corporation tax 
Constitutional, and the framers of the 
Hull excise tax bill followed the 
language of the corporation tax law in 
extending its provisions’ so as to cover 
the incomes of individuals and partner- 
ships. 

It is estimated that the income to be 
collected under the proposed new income 
tax law, which will probably pass, in con- 
nection with the Democratic revision of 
the tariff, will bring in about $100,000,000 
a year revenue. This estimate is based 
on a rate. of 1 per cent..upon the entire 
net income over and above $5,000 of every 
person in the United States. This is 
only an estimate, and no definite in- 
formation is available as to what the 
collection would be. The amount col- 
lected under the corporation tax_ gives 
the members of the Ways and Means 
Committee a definite knowledge as to how 
much the corporations to be affected by 
the’ income tax would pay. As to the in- 
dividuals and partnerships, the estimate 
is less definite. In making up the es- 
timated revenue, which. it was thought, 
the excise tax bill, if enacted, would 
have collected, the members of the Ways 
and Means Committee studied the op- 
eration of the income tax law of 
England. 

Members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee are thinking of proposing the re- 
peal of the corporation tax law in con- 
nection withthe proposal to enact an in- 
come tax statute. They argue that the 





‘corporation tax law, while a tax_on the 


privilege of doing business, and held by 
the United States Supreme Court to be 
legal, is in reality a tax upon the income 
of corporations, and since a general in- 
come tax law is to be enacted, it should 
comprise a codification of existing stat- 
utes relating to income tax. 


See Revente of $90,000,000, 


By including the corporation tax law 
in the new income tax measure, the col- 
lection of about $30,000,000 of revenue an- 
nually from corporations at the rate of 1 
per cent. would give the framers of the 
new income tax law that amount for a 
start. The new law will likewise include 
the taxes proposed. to be gathered by the 
Hull excise tax law, amounting, it was 
estimated, to about $60,000,000 annually. 
This, with the $30,000,000 from the corpo- 
ration tax, would give a beginning of $90,- 
000,000 a year from the new income tax 
law. 

The corporation tax covers the incomes 
of the corporations, while the excise tax 
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was to extend that principle to the income 
of individuals and tariff changes. : 

It was not thought that the corporation 
ax, plus the excise tax, would have 
covered, all incomes of more than $5,000 | 
in the country. In the course of argu- | 
ments in the Ways and Means Committee 
it was a source of solicitude as to whether 
the proposed excise tax would. have cov- 
ered the income of men like Andrew Car- 
negie, who are not engaged in business, 
and the opinion in the committee was 
that these men would have been required 
to pay the 1 per cent. tax under the ex- 
cise tax law. However, it was believed 
that there were men with incomes of 
more than $5,000 a year in the country 
who might be reached by either the cor- 
poration or the excise laws, and these 
will, of course, be reachable under an 
income tax law broad enough to cover all 
incomes and levied without regard to the 
population of the several States. 

It is believed that from the,individuais 
not touched by the corporatioa and excise 
tax therte will be collected an additiona! 
tax there will be collected an additional 
$10,000,000, which with $380000,000 from 
the corporation tax and $60,000,000 from 
the excise tax, will represent about $100,- 
000,000 as total collection under the 
prcposead new income tax law, This Is 
on the basis of a tax of 1 per cam. If 
these estimates are reliable, then, on the 
basis of a 2 per cent. income tax, the Gov- 
ernment will obtain a- revenue of $200,- 
000,000 annually. 

‘No decision has been reached as to the 
rate of tax to be imposed under the new 
law. This will depend upon the dcevision 
of the committee and of Congress as to 
the arrount of revenue to be raisea unde? 
the tariff? law, 

How much higher the new income tax 
collection will be depends upon the tem- 
per of Congress and the demand for larg- 
er expenditures by the Federal Govern- 
ment for public works and improvements. 
A member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, who stipulated that his name be 
not used, was asked whether the adoption 
of the income tax would mean that mem- 
bers of corporations would have to pay 
a tax on incomes they derived from cor- 
porations which already pay taxes on their 
corporate incomes under the present cor- 
poration tax law. 

“There will be no double taxation, of 
course,” he said. ‘If the corporation 
pays a tax on its income there would be 
no income tax imposed on the dividends 
received by persons from that corpora- 
tion. The revenue for the support of, the 
Government as raised by taxation is now 
almost equally divided between customs 
and excise taxes, The Government re- 
ceived $311,000,000 from customs last year 
and $293,000,000 from ordinary internal 
revenue, not including the corporation tax 
collection. These taxes. are solely on 
consumption. Property, and the income 
from property. as such, pay no part of 
these sums. Under a system of National 
taxation based wholly on consumption, 
Wealth necessarily escapes its fair share 
of the burden of supporting the Govern- 


ment, which gives wealth the necessary 
protection under which it increases its 
gains. 


“On the other hand, when he purchases 
for himself and family the necessaries of 
life the man of meagre earnings contrib- 
utes out of his daily wage to the support 
of the Government. When a citizen pays 
taxes according to his earnings, from 
whatever source, he gives support to his 
Government and receives protection from 
it in a more equitable manner than under 
any other plan of taxation yet devised.

Webb of Tennessee Escaped His | 
Guards In His Confederate Uniform. 
Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—A veteran of 
the Confederate Army will take the oath; 
of office as 2 United States Senator when 
the Senate assembles to-morrow, and this 
may be the last occasion when a man who | 
served in the civil war becomes a member 
of that body. He is William R. Webb of 
Tennessee, and he will succeed Newell 
Sanders, Republican, who is serving by 
appointment in place of the late “ Bob” 
Taylor, better known for his ability as a

R. Webb was a student in a North Caro- 
lina school, He left his studies to serve!

lina Infantry. He was shot three times 
during the battle of Malvern Hill, being 
wounded so severely that he had to go 


home. While convalescing he studied at 
the State University, and when he was 
well again heard the call to arms. Unable 
to march on account of his injuries, he 
joined a cavalry contingent, was captured 
three days before Gen. Lee's surrender at 
Appomattox, and taken as a prisoner of 
war to Battery Park in New York City. 

While there Prof. Webb made his es- 
cape by diving into the bay, and, wear- 
ing a wet and ragged Confederate uni- 
form, went ashore and walked the streets 
of New York north of the Battery in des- 
peration. He likes to tell the story of 
how, when asked who he was by peo- 
ple in Broadway, he replied: ‘“‘I’m just 
an escaped Confederate soldier.” But 
this, he says, was not believed, and the 
persons to whom he told the truth only 
laughed and jeered. They thought he was 
insane. 

He managed to get back to North Car- 
olina, finished his studies, took all the 
degrees which could be obtained at the 
University of North Carolina, and in 
1870 went to Tennessee, where he opened 
the Webb School and became famous 
throughout the State as a teacher.

BILLS AFFECTING WOMEN. 


One Limits Dower Rights, the Other 
. Concerns Eugenics. 
To the Editor of The Neto York Times: 


Two bills closely affecting the interests 
women have been introduced into the 
lature this month. The first bill, introduced 
Senator Herrick, would limit the wife's 
in her husband's real estate to dower 
only in propeyty held by him at h death, 
and would destroy her in all his 
real estate held during his life. The wife 
may have saved and slaved in the household 
to help get the money together with which to 
buy the property, and to deprive her all 
interest in it during her husband's is 
unfair and unjust the wife. 

When a young woman elects 
wife, mother, and 


housekeeper, 
making a career for hersclf, as so many 
women are now 


doing, does the State 
distinct service. When decides to ‘ike 


upon herself a life of sacrifice, to bear and 
bring up citizens of the State, her interests 
should be safeguarded and not impaired by 
law.

OFFENDING THE LITTLE ONES 


Shame of Cruelty to Children Well 
Exposed in Massachusetts. 


Che Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals was in- 
corporated {in 1868. Ten years later a} 
charter was obtained for the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 
The work that had been done for tiie 
animals proved to he of so great advant- 
ase to the State that the well inclined 
bethought themselves that the children 
night be benefited if something could be 
done for them. A great deal has been 
Gone. The Massachusetts soc iety is the 
most thoroughly organized for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to children in the 
United States. It employs a large num- 
ber of agents, has its headquarters in Bos- 
ton, with branches in Worcester, New 
Bedford, and Northampton, and gives 
special attention to Brockton, Beverly, 
and Fall River. In addition to its regular 
staff, the society has a large number of 
voluntary agents, and has 
with all the people. Prof. Henry Pratt 
Fairchila of Yale University has contrib- 
uted a valuable paper to the American 
Journal of Sociology for January, in which 
he describes the methods adopted by the 
society, with an inspiring account of what 
has been accomplished through its ef- 
forts for the improvement of conditions 
among the children of the old Bay State. 
o,* 

The society has no organic connection 
with either State or City Government and} 
its agents, as such, have no official 
standing; but they have, what is probably 
far better, ‘‘a semi-official standing ” in 
the various courts of the Commonwealth, 
and “ special recognition ’’ by these courts, 
through which they have accomplished a 
great deal for the amelioration of the 
neglected children. One of the most ef- 
fective of the legal remedies secured by 
this society was the passage of a law 
which makes ‘‘the parents the defend- 
ants in cases of ill-treatment of chil- 
dren.”’ ‘‘ The wording of the law admits 
of a very broad interpretation, and makes 
it possible for the society to deal with 
almost every form of ill-treatment to 
which a child could be subjected.’ Cases 
of neglect are prosecuted in municipal, 
district or police courts within the juris- 
Cciction where the parents reside. If it 
be proved that the parents mistreat their 
children the children can be taken awuy 
from them and cared for by the State or 
by some charitable agency. The possibil- 
ity of losing their children has caused 
many neglectful but naturally affectionate 
parents to seek to avoid the shame such 
a disposition of their children would in- 
volve. ‘‘ The fundamental principle of the 
society is to keep the family together, iz 
possible,” and ‘all the resources of 
church, relatives, moral suasion, and even 
threats" are resorted to before the final 
step is taken. The society deals with 
eighteen different types of cases—physical 
cruelty, mother’s intemperance, father’s 
intemperance, mother’s immorality, fath- 
er’s immorality, feeble-mindedness, physi- 
cal neglect, moral neglect, non-support, 
assault, rape, incest, abandonment, chiid 
labor, truancy, illegal theatre perform- 
ance, guardianship, adoption. ‘One of 
the cheering things about the work,” says 
Dr. Fairchild, ‘‘is the neighborly help- 
fulness that exists among the submerged 
classes. It is almost always safe to count 
on the assistance of neighbors to keep 
an unfortunate family from acute dis- 
tress while the society is determining its 
course of action or getting the machinery 
of relief in motion.” ‘* The mere ex- 
istence of such an organization acts as 
a powerful check on the actions of pas- 
sionate, reckless, or thoughtless parents. 
But much more important are the posi- 
tive results which .it accomplishes.” 
“The possibilities of good in every child, 
however unfortunate his early surround- 
ings, are the hope and the inspiration of 


the society.”’

As it ought to be also the hope and 
inspiration of all who are moved by con- 
sideration for the happiness and welfare 
of humanity, particularly fongthe little 
children, who are given to lead men to

Whosoever therefore shall 
humble himself as this little child, the 
same is greatest in the Kingdom of 
Jleaven.’’ But that is not all. Hear this 
also: ‘‘ Whoso shall receive one such lit- 
tle child in my name receiveth me.” But 
even that is not all. Give ear unto this 
sentence of condemnation: ‘* but whoso 
shall offend one of these little ones, which 
believe in me, it were better for him that 
a millstone were hanged about his neck 
and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea. 1t was Isaiah who saw with his 
prophetic eye the time when “the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord as the waters cover the sea, 
time when in all the highest and best 
aspirations and deeds of men “a 
child shall lead them.” 
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Of course, a money value can be put on 
the children, 
placed upon sparrows in the ancient times 
when the Temple was made the seat of 
the money changers—the Stock Exchange 
or Wall Street or Money Trust of the 
period—and just as in the sweatshops and 
mills of the present era of light and lust 
children are regarded as an asset 
not as a Hability. But the time 
at hand when the State will take care of 
those who are neglected in the family, 
when as much at least will be done by 
the State for the babies as is done for 
the beasts of the ficld and the fowls of 
the air. Millions of dollars are expended 
annually for the improvement of our 
horses and cows and hogs. Floods of 
tears are poured out by freaks or fanatics 
over the unhappy fate of turtles because
